37 C.F.R, § 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(e), was filed in 
this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant 
to 37 C.F.R. § 1.114- Applicants' submission filed on 02 November, 
2004, has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-14 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer 
and new claims 15-20 provided. 

35 U.S.C, § 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. The reference to the Kwong publication is 
confusing since this publication lists several different isolates. 
Thus, it is not readily manifest which numbering scheme is being 
employed. The following claim language is suggested: An isolated 
and purified human immunodeficiency virus type 1 (HIV-1) mutant 
gpl20 envelope glycoprotein comprising an amino acid mutation in 
position 112 consisting of replacement of W with S, I, or F, 
wherein said numbering scheme is based upon the molecular clone 
HXBc2 . 
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35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, 
in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The claims are directed toward 
methods of vaccinating an individual by administering a mutant HIV- 
1 envelope glycoprotein. The legal considerations that govern 
enablement determinations pertaining to undue experimentation have 
been clearly set forth. Enzo Biochem, Inc., 52 U.S.P.Q.2d 1129 
(C.A.F.C. 1999). In re Wands, 8 U.S.P.Q,2d 1400 (C.A.F.C. 1988). 
Ex parte Forman 230 U.S.P.Q. 546 (PTO Bd. Pat. App. Int., 1986). 
The courts concluded that several factual inquiries should be 
considered when making such assessments including the quantity of 
experimentation necessary, the amount of direction or guidance 
presented, the presence or absence of working examples, the nature 
of the invention, the state of the prior art, the relative skill of 
those in that art, the predictability or unpredictability of the 
art and the breadth of the claims. In re Rainer, 52 C.C.P.A. 1593, 
347 F.2d 574, 146 U.S.P.Q. 218 (1965). The disclosure fails to 
provide adequate guidance pertaining to a number of these 
considerations as follows: 

1) The state-of-the-art as it pertains to HIV-1 vaccine development 
is one of unpredictability. Several factors have contributed to 
vaccine failure including, inter alia, the following: 1) a lack. of 
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understanding of the correlates of human protection; 2) the lack of 
adequate animal models with which to assess vaccine efficacy; and, 
3) the quasispecies nature of HIV infection which leads to rapid 
immune evasion. The disclosure fails to provide any guidance 
concerning any of these factors . 

2) The disclosure fails to provide any working embodiments. 
Suitable experimental data demonstrating that the claimed compounds 
can reasonably be expected to provide a protective or therapeutic 
immune response in a subject is lacking. 

Accordingly, when all the aforementioned factors are considered in 
toto, it would clearly require undue experimentation to practice 
the claimed invention.
